Trade statistics recently issued at 
Ottawa show that during the fiscal 
year 1913-14 the Canadian millers not 
only bad practically a monoply of the 
home market but carrried on a huge 
export business as well. During the 
year, the flour imports were valued at 
ess than $250,000 while the export of 
the Canadian-milled product totalled 
4,832,000 burrels with a value o’ 
$20,851,000—an advance of 354,000, in 
barrels, and $610,000, in value, over 
the preceding year. Indeed, for some 
years past there has been a very con- 
siderable increase in Canadian flour 
export. 

Moreover, it has been conclusively 
shown iv Parliament that Canadian 
flour is sold more cheaply in Great 
Britain than to the people of the Doin- 
inion. In other werds the Candian 
milling interests hold a monopoly in 
the Canadian market through tariff 
favors and take advantage of that 
condition to exact a higher price from 
the Canadian consumer than they 
charge for their product after it bas 
heen shipped toa market thousands 
of miles distant. 

The abolition of the duties on wheat 
and wheat products would serve sev- 
eral useful purposes. It would enable 
Canadian wheat growers to send their 
product into the United States duty- 
free under the Wilson-Underwood 
tariff It would give thei three duty- 
free markets instead of the two now 
open totbem.

JAPANESE MONEY. 


Yens, Sens and Rins Complete Their 
Simple Currency System. 

The Japanese currency system is 
very simple und is based upon a gold 
basis. The unit of value is a yen. 
This equals 50 cents in gold, according 
to our United States values. One yen 
is divided into 100 sen. Each of the 
latter is worth just one half of an 
American ccut. The Japanese sen is 
the equivalent of 10 rin, and the small- 





; est Japanese coin consists of a five rin 
| piece, the equivalent of one-quarter of 


an American penny. 

The currency media is composed of 
paper notes, silver, nickel and conper. 
The Japs lave their paper money in 
one, five, ten yen notes and upward. 
The silver mouey comes in ten, twenty 
and fifty sen pleces. The smallest 
nickel piece is valued at 5 sen. Then 
come the copper coins. These are val- 
ued at 2 seu, 1 sen and 5 rin. 

This is the substance of the entire 
currency system in Japan when you 
step into a money changer’s to procure 
the coin of the realm. But you do not 
always obtajn the equivalent in values 
for your American currency. The va- 
tious seaport towns swarm with Chi- 
nese money changers. These Mongo- 
Nan financiers deduct a rebate of from 
1 to 2 per cent for every $10 in Ameri- 
can money exchanged. When you 
travel in the interior localities of Ja- 
pan, away from the beaten track of 
tourist traffic, you will be compelled to 
pay even a higher rate of exchange, as 
the Jap merchants refuse to accept for- 
eign coin in exchange for their wares 
unless they are easily accessible to 
some nearby seaport town. 

The Jap nickel, or five sen piece, will 
buy five or six times as much for a Jap 
in his own couutry as the same value 
of curreucy would buy for an Amerl- 
can bome in the United States. The 
simplicity of the native currency sys- 
tem goes hand in hand with the frugal-

BEST OF ALL JOURNALISTS. 


St. Mark Has Been Called the Reporter 
Among the Apostles. 

The greatest journalist the world ever 
knew lived 1,500 years or more before 
the invention of type, according to Rev. 
Dr. Frank N. Palmer, who awarded the 
palm to St Mark and wondered at the 
marvels that be might have accom- 
plisbed if be had lived in the days of 
printing presges. 

St. Matthew put his chronicles in 
twenty-eight chapters; St. Luke used 
twenty-four to tell bis story; St. Jobn 
used twenty-one, but St. Mark covered 
all the details more vividly in sixteen, 
and, true to the spirit cf action that 
anoimates bis kind, put a miracle in ev- 
ery chapter, 

St. Mark, Dr. Palmer said, was the 
reporter among the apostles. His view- 
point, bis language and his marvelous 
ability to give action and climax, clasb 
and color in a sentence should be a 
glowing example to tbe newspaper 
writers of this day.

A FAMOUS REPLY. 


The Cynical Comment Made by Swe 
den's Greatest Chancellor. 

The careers of Axel Oxenstjerna tf» 
a proud chapter in the history of Swe 
fen in 1U11 Osxenstierna became the 
buncellor of the Swedish empire, un- 
der Gustavus Adolphus, and mueb of 
the glory that befell the reign of that 
remarkable monarch was due to “the 
masterly diplomatic ability, great cour- 
ize, resource and moderation” of bis 
rime minister. 

Iur in the days of Oxenstjerna Swe 
den was one of the “powers” of Eu- 
rope, and the Swedish dominion for a 
time extended over Prussian territory. 
During the entire period of the Thirty 
Years’ war ip Europe, Sweden, through 
the instrumentality of ber “mighty 
min in peace,” maintained an enviable 
place in the council of nations, 

And when in 1648 negotiations for a 
general continental agreement began 
at Osnabruck the Swedish chancellor 
appointed his own son, Johan, as the 
Swedish representative. The son ex- 
pressed his distrust of his ability to 
properly serve his country in so re 
sponsible a capacity. To this natural 
difidence of youth the father made his 
famous reply: 

“Dost thou not know, my son, witb 
how little wisdom the world is gov- 
erned?”

When a person was made captive 
his conqueror stripped him of his 
weapons and clothing and left him 
without anything he could call his 
own.

Uncloak- 
ing in Spain is similar in origin. In 
Africa the men bare their shoulders 
and doff their caps to superiors, 
thus joining. two customs in one. 

It must be remembered that this 
act of uncovering the body was cere- 
monial in nature and used to show 
reverence to a superior.

The most plausible explanation yet 
offered for these monstrous noses, 
long ‘‘feelers’’ and other anatomical 
monstrosities is that they constitute 
the apparatus by which these insects

Franklin’s Exploring Ship. 

. The story of bow the brave little ex- 
vloring ship the Resolute was found by 
an American vesse! in Davis strait aft- 
er a thousand mile cruise from Mel- 
ville island without a sou! on board is 
easily the most captivating in the his- 
tory of arctic exploration, The Reso- 
lute, locked in the ice, was abandoned 
on May 15, 1854, sorely against the will 
of ber captain by advice of the leader 
of the Belcher-Franklin expedition, 
The reappearance of the vessel on 
Sept. 17 caused a great sensation, and 
the United States brought the vessel 
with great ceremony to Cowes in order 
to present it to the queen of England. 

The queen, the prince consort and 
others of the royal family then at Os- 
borne House inspected the. vessel, 
which had been carefully repaired and 
all the original furniture retained in 
position down to the smallest trinkets. 
The Americun skipper traced before 
her majesty the thousand mile course 
of the vessel and expressed bis belief 
that Sir John Franklin was still alive, 
living among tbe Eskimos. 

After many banquets the actual 
transfer of the vessel took place on 
Dec. 30, 1856, when the American flag 
was replaced by the British. And now 
comes the tragedy. I'he admiralty had 
no sooner come into the possession of 
the vessel than {t proceeded to break 
it up on the good old principle of pub- 
lic economy!—London Chronicle, 


A TRAP FOR MARINERS. 


Salmadina Bank, Off Colombia's Coast, 
is a Perilous Shoal. 

One of the most dangefous places for 
navigation is the Salmadina bank, 
which Nes just outside the harbor of 
Cartagena, Colombia. Many vessels 
have come to grief on the treacherous 
sands of Salmadina in the past, and 
because of the impossibility of keeping 
buoys on it the shoal is a constant 
menace to ships plying those waters. 

This dangerous bank is about four 
miles Jong and two miles wide. There 








is scarcely more than twelve feet of | 


water over it at any time. The sea 
is usually smooth in that part of the 
Caribbean, and unless there is ground 
swell enough to cause waves to break 
on the reef there is notbing to warn 
the navigator that he !s approaching 
this shallow spot. He may bave his 
lead going and get plenty of water 
one minute and be bang up on the 
shoal the next. 

The lighthouse people wil) probably 
never be able to put buoys on Salma- 
dina that will stay there. They are in- 
variably carried away in the terrific 
burricanes that periodically sweep 
these waters. So it seems as if Salma- 
dina was a bad spot put there for the 
permanent worriment of sbipmasters.

The poorer people live on the 
lower levels of the city not far from 
the narrow strip which contains the 
shipping offices, shops and banks, 
They are industrious, steady workers, 
and gave me the impression of a vi- 
rile, worthy, thrifty folk. 

The tramway system was put in 
by Germans and j3 still owned by a 
German syndicate. The cars are dou- 
ble-decked, and some genius divided 
them into first and second class com- 
partments, the first-class passengers 
riding inside and the second class 
climbing up by a winding nar- 
row staircase to seats on the top. 
First class fare is 5 cents, second 
class half fare is 2% cents. And 
what Anglo-Saxon would not prefer 
the fine sight seeing seats on top?! 
Most of the conductors are women. 
During the campaign against Peru 
and Bolivia it was necessary to have 
women fcr car conductors, the men 
being away at tho war. The women 
proved to be more efficient and hon- 
est than the men, anc they have 
been continued ever since.
